BRITISH HOLDERS OF 
“FRENCH RENTES. 


Govt.-Note on Question 


of Claims, 


British holders of French rentes 
lasued in the United Kingdom dur- 
ing and immediately after the War 
have been a little heartoned 'to learn 
that a Note has been addressed by. 
the British» Government to the 
French Government on the subject 
of their ‘claims, says The Times on 
September 26. The facts of the 
case aro fairly simple, and = they 
show that the moral, If not the 
legal, claims are very strong In- 
deed. 

* Bour French National Defence 
loans were placed in Londor and. 
Dublin, representing a total Bub- 
scription of about £54,000,000 and 
and a pat value of £65,000,000. 
These loans were Issued at rates of 
exchange varying between 27.50f. 
and 26f. per £, but each succes- 
sive issue was made at a rate of ex: 
change more favourable to France. 

At that time it was suggested 
that the loans should have been 
iggued as a sterling. obligation of 
the French Government, but this 
guggestion ‘was not adopted partly 
because the franc stood‘in close 
proximity to par and partly be- 
cause no one then contemplate 
‘that France would pursue a bud- 
getary policy which would make 
a heavy depreciation of the franc 
inevitable. To protect the’, bonds 
against depreciation in the market 
the French Government undertook 
to set aside 60,000,000 francs 
monthly-for—the-purchase_of_bands. 
below certain prices. The’ danger, 
however, came not from that quar- 
ter but frofn the failure of France 
to take steps to protect the value 
of her currency.

LONE CARGO. - 


AT SEA IN A 
FREIGHTER. 


A landlubber who on an ocean 
trip is an only passenger in 4 
cargo boat. cuts himself off com- 
pletely from everything that hbe- 
longs to life ashore, writes o cor- 
respondent in the Times: from bow 
to stern the freighter is a simple 
nautical unit, and not a compro- 
mise Uke a passenger boat, where 
the traveller gets only a superficial 
experience of the sea. 

The writer left London in the 
summer for North America on 
board a vessel of 6,400 tons gross. 
She was only lightly loaded for the 
outward journey with about 1,500 
tons’ of mixed’ freight, including 
cases of.tea and,a complete motor- 
car; but she was to pick up larger 
amounts for . the homeward 
journey. Her single deck was of 
metal, red-painted and slightly 
rusty. It carried nothing but 
hatchways, winches, derricks, 
ventilators, and other marine 
tackle, and its bareneas looked un- 
comfortable. The bulkheads loom- 
ed up like lonely white islands, 
and never a nook or shelter was 
visible. A huge pile-of clinkersa 
made the deck look still less at- 
tractive. The steward led me to my 
cabin, which proved to be, with the 
first mate's cabin on the other aide 
of the ship, the foremost quarters 
on board. It was a roomy cabin, 
with two bunks and two ports, and 
was evidently used occasionally for 
some kind of official, such as a 
pilot confined to the ahip by fog; 
in nine voyages out of ten, how- 
ever, it was empty. 

The ss. had not had a 
passenger for years, and a sense 
of solitude soon descended upon 
me during the journey down 
Thames, with officers ‘and crew 
busy, as at the beginning of every 
voyage. Not wanting to worry the 
steward too early, I found that I 


‘| must sit on the hatchways or the 


bollards if I wanted to sit at all, 
but for the most part I wandered 
from one end of the deck to the 
other, being free of all parts of 
the .boat, except the bridge. Soon 
after nightfall we were doing our 
full 11 knots in the Channel, under 
a clear sky and with a light breeze 
afiead. I was to take my meals 
with the officers, ant the 
first meals at which we were a full 
table (apart from the officer on 
watch) was at 6.80 p.m. on the day 
of departure. There were three 
meals daily—breakfast at 8.80, 
lunch at 12.80, and high tea . at 
5.30, but at 4 p.m. and 8.80, also, 
there were cups of tea and such 
‘small eatables as one wished. 

The early restraints soon pass- 
ing, I came to look forward to 
these mealtimes as one of the 
greatest pleasures of the voyage. 
T had a place of honour on the 
right of the Captain, or Master. 
On my° right wag the wireless 
operator, and opposite, in order of 


seniority, the three officers—First |

All were much travelled— 


even the younger junior officers— 
and their talk skipped ' 
about the globe. I began to learn 
a great deal about the more in- 
timate characteristies of the Con- 
tinental ports and about many 
other places in the world, and ab- 
sorbed much picturesque Informa- 
tion. on auch varied subjects as the 
beauties of Manley Beach at Syd- 
ney; the banks of the Yangtsze as 
far up as Hankow; the island of 
Curacao, with Its great oil refinery; 
Honolulu, with its jmpreasion of 
Japan; and the eastern seaboard 
of the United States, with ita many 
surprises, particularly those ac- 
‘tivities which are designated as 
“the Trade.” . I also took part 
(chiefly as a listener) In talka on 
the weather reporta, ice reports, 
bearings, direction finders, the 
ship'a course and progress. : 
As we left the.Jast spot of Eng- 
land behind—the Bishop's Rock— 
I wondered what diversion [ should 
find In the 2.800 miles of , ocean 
ahead. I scarcely realized - then 
with what ‘interest I should later 
be regarding the changing colours 
of the sky, the cloud formations, 
the shades of. the sea, the sizes and 
shapes of wave and swell, Nor did 
Vrealize how important the news 
bulletin from Rugby would become 
in the daily routine, nor the keen 
interest — almost excitement — 
which the’ near passing of an: un- 
assuming of! tanker would arouse, 
or the smoke of a big liner—per- 
haps the tips of her ‘funnels—on 
the horizon. - These things, I 
found, go to fill in the lonely hours 
of the limitless ocean, The day- 
time I would spend on deck or in 
my. cabin, according to the 
weather. I would idle or read; be- 
sides my own books I had some 
from the excellent’ little . library 
provided by the British Sailors’ 
Soclety. At odd times J would talk 
with members of the crew, from 
whom I learned much of the A B C 
of ship’s equipment. I also learnt 
that if one of the quartermasters 
has a grudge against the cook he 
may settle the matter by putting 
the ship into a heavy roll during 
the night in an endeavour to pre- 
cipltate the cook out of his bunk. 
One of these grudges, according to 
private information which I re- 
ceived,. arose during the voyage— 
it was a disclosure of which I had 
no reason to doubt the truth. 
Other hoons were an hour of 
bridge each evening with two of 
the officers and the chief stéward, 
and still longer*perlods spent in 


the wireless room, where the opera- | 


tor brought: in both English and 
American stations with remarkable 
clarity, In the stern a squeaky 
gramophone could be heard oc- 
casfonally, representing an at- 


tempt by the crew at self-entor-: 


tainment, but their chief diversion, 
I concluded, was work. Polishing, 
painting, repairing, and similar 
jobs were done with quiet industry, 
and without the pauses sometimes 
to be noticed on-Iand. Several 
visits I paid to the bridge (by per- 


mission) and the engine room, and. 


there were few parts of the ship 
with which I was not‘well ac- 
quainted before we berthed. 

The run’ of the weather was 
contrary to long-proved precedent 
for the time of year. The sea. was 
roughest, in a moderate gale, dur- 
ing the first:thrée days in the At- 


lantic,-and calmest and clearest as, | 


in the:ast few days; we spproach- 
ed.the American coast south of 
Newfoundland Banks. Hefe. we 
had cloudless’ skies,..2 waveless 


focean, and light breezes tempering, 
the warmth of the sun. We glided

LEAGUE.. 
FRENCH PROPOSAL. 


Geneva, Yesterday. 

The Disarmament Commission 
hag discussed the articles of the 
Draft Convention dealing with the 
exchange’ of information regarding 
arms, ammunition and implements 
of war In the service of the con- 
tracting parties. 

The Commission adopted tho 
French amendment, laying down 
that the contracting parties shall 
forward to the Secretariat. of the 
League of Nations an annual state- 
ment of the number of youths hav- 
ing received compulsory military 
training during the previous year.
